gold are no longer found on the sur- 
face. 
He who would make 
money 


must dig for it, whether 
in field or 


mine. 
California 
is much like any 


other State. 
It rewards 
the laborer 


and leaves the drone the husks. 
The 


immigrant who expects something for 
nothing willbe disappointed, 
and will 


most likely go East 
again 
and swear 


at California. 
The 
annexed 
letter 


and extract gives an example 
of the 


two kinds of people who come to Cal- 
ifornia: 


Editob Herald: A gentleman who 


was influenced by the reading of your 
pamphlet to leave New Jersey and take 
up his residence 
in your city, writes 


to his friends that lie is well pleased 
with the change;

bilier Pacific Railroad Companies.who 
carry them the round 
trip and charge 


them two prices for it."
